INNOVATION FOR 
THIS SEASON | 


N inievestind Rugby innovation this season is the extension of 
the English Selection Committee, for the first time, from five 


members to six. | 


This is all to the good as it should mean a greater 


number of players will come under the personal inspection of the 
selectors; whether it will result in the best men being picked is an- 


other matter. 


I was asked the other day whe- 


_ ther, the selectors being now an, 


even number, the chairman had 


‘a casting vote in the event of}. 


there being a tie in picking two 
men for the same position. 

I daresay he has but I don’t 
suppose he will ever be called 
upon to use it. English selec- 
tion committees of the past 
have generally consisted of the 
president and four “yés-men.” 

-- A- junior selector told me once 
“that he never gave an opinion at a 
meeting unless he was asked for it. 
Presumably he was overawed by 
the personality of the chairman, 


who had been a famous player 


when the junior selector was a 
schoolboy. . 
This is all wrong; a_ selector 
should never be afraid to speak up. 
There are two things I would 
like to see our selectors do this 
season: (1) Consult the captain 
when selecting the team; and 
- (2) not. worry about the cham- 
pionship at all.. 
* * x 
Next winter we shall have a re- 
preventative Australian team here, 
the first since 1908. From what [ 
heard, they are not very far from
